Shamgar 
prefers 
written 
constitution

Supreme Court President Meir 
Sbamgar yesterday expressed his 
“clear preference” for enacting a 
written constitution for Israel. 

Speaking at a conference on con- 
stitutional law at Tel Aviv-Universi- 
ty Law School. Shamgar described 
the efforts of Israeli courts in the 
past 40 years to improvise legal 
norms in the absence of a constitu- 
tion. “The alternative to a continua- 
tion of this situation, and my clear 
preference. is the enactment of a 
written, elevated, and consolidated 
written constitution.” he said. 

Concurring with Shamgar was 
Justice Robert Badinter, President. 
of the French Supreme Constitu- 
tional Court. “Only a written consti- 
tution can preserve the ethics of so- 
ciety,” he said. 

At the conference, Badinter and 
Shamgar vigorously pressed for con- 
stitutional reform in Israel. 

Badinter said that judicial review, 
in which a supreme court has the 
power to annul decisions taken by a 
democratically elected parliament 
or government, is paradoxically 
sometimes essential to preserve de- 
mocracy and safeguard the interests 
of the people. : 

“Today. wherever democracy 
flourishes, there is a tendency to- 
wards judicial review based on the 
American formula, devised more 
than 200 years ago,” said Badinter. 
“We should have the ability to de- 
termine that a given law violates the 
ethics of our society, as outlined by 
our bill of rights.” he said. ᾿ 

Badinter, who is Jewish, abol- 
ished the death penalty and military 
courts during his 1981-86 term as 
France's justice minister.

Man sentenced to death during 
Mandate dies 58 years later 


TEL AVIV (Itim) -- Simha Chinkis, 
the first person sentenced to death 
by a British court during the Man- 
date, died in Ramat Gan over the 
weekend — 58 years after the sen- 
tence was passed.

LONDON - Israel's Cecil Bransky

Squash players fail Guinness test

TEL AVIV - After playing more 
than 106 hours of non-stop squash. 
the attempt of Jonny Egdes and Ga} 
Lev-Ran to play the longest game in 
the sport's history failed by under 20 
hours, when Lev-Ran was overcome 
by fatigue. 

Playing round the clock, the twa 
Israelis were, on court at the Herz- 
liya Squash Centre from Sunday 
morning until Thursday night. in a 
brave effort to get their names -- and 
that of Israeli squash — in the Guin- 
ness Book of Records. During that 
time, Egdes and Lev-Ran complet- 
ed a massive total of 185 matches. 
They were allowed 15-minute “‘cat- 
naps” every third hour, by accumu- 
lating the five-minute rest periods 
permitted them each hour. 

Lev-Ran, 27, decided to give up 
after doctors expressed their con- 
cern at his deteriorating condition, 
the squash marathon's official ob- 
server Bob Kinnear reported. 
Esdes, 30, remained in good physi- 


cal condition - so much so that he 
played his usua! game of field hock- 
ey over the weekend. With Lev-Ran 
making a speedy recovery, both 
these gluttons for punishment said 
yesterday that they will definitely 
take part in Thursday's 21-km. Tel 
Aviy half-marathon. 

Looking further ahead, they also 
intend to have another crack at the 
elusive record in the future. They 
are confident that. benefiting from 
their experience last week, they will 
break the record the next time 
around, 

Egdes and Lev-Ran were con- 
stantly supervised by a team of doc- 
tors, including sports medicine spe- 
cialists from the Wingate Institute 
and researchers from the Haifa 
Technion’s sleep laboratory. They 
sustained themselves with fruit juice 
and nuts. plus the occasional pizza 
for the sake of varicty. Twenty of 
the players’ Herzliya Squash Centre 
clubmates volunteered their services 
during the hectic 4% days of the 
attempt on the record.

The 
others said they had not encoun- 
tered any absenteeism problem. 

Levi attributed the relatively low 
figures to the fact that about 80 per 
cent of Israel’s food plants are locat- 
ed in the centre and north of the 
country, and therefore, rely more 
on Israeli-Arab workers than on 
Palestinians from the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip. 

All the companies surveyed said 
they had not received any bad checks. 
Levi attributed this to the fact that 
mutch of the business done with buy- 
ers from the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip is conducted on an informal 
cash basis. In addition, he said, Is- 
raeli wholesalers, who were not in- 
cluded in the survey, are responsible 
for a lot of the business. 

‘With regard to sales, only one 
company, a manufacturer of edible 
oils, said it had suffered a significant 
drop of 30 per cent. Four others said 
their sales had shown modest falls of 
4 to 5 per cent. The others reported 
no reduction at all. 


There are no precise figures avail- 
able, but Levi estimated that the 
share of local food production sold 
in the territories was roughily 15-20 
per cent. 

Slaughter houses, one sector of 
the food industry that was not repre- 
sented in the survey. has suffered 
more than others because of its de- 
pendence on Arab workers, Levi 
said. Three large slaughter houses 
who he refused to name had recent- 
ly reported serious difficulties. 

Aside from the case of the Danish 
supermarket chain, which has al- 
ready rescinded its boycott of Israeli 
agricultural produce, Levi said 10 
food companies had experienced 
any cancellations or reductions in 
export orders in recent months. 

In contrast to many other indus- 
tries, export profitability in the food 
industry has not suffered this year 
either, since three-quarters of all its 
exports go to Euirope, where curren- 
cies are strong relative to the shekel. 
About 10 per cent of the food indus- 
try’s typical annual tumover of $4 
billion is sold overseas.

ited space for their roots, they will 
need more frequent watering than 
those grown in the garden. 

Here are some points to 
Temember. 

Provide good drainage. Every 
container should have at least one 
hole at the bottom. covered with 
stones or potsherds. It should be no 
less than 15-20 cm. deep. 

A good way of keeping a row of 
pots on a kitchen windowsill is to 
stand them in a tray or shallow win- 
dowbox on a layer of gravel or 
coarse aff hagolan pebbles. Water 
draining from the pots will run into 
the gravel and evaporate, keeping 
the atmosphere moist for the plants. 

Some of our basic herbs like pars- 
ley, dill, chives. basil, garden cress, 
thyme, sage and mint can be grown 
from March until late autumn on an 
open balcony or in the garden. 

Try a few nasturtium plants 
(grown from seed) too, for colour as 
well as for the flavour of the leaves 
in salads. Never water herbs 
when the sun is fully on them, but 
wait until they are in shade and use 
tepid, not cold water. 

You can buy either seeds for sow- 
ing directly into containers, or 
plants from a nursery. Give your 
potted plants ἃ good soak and then 
carefully remove the nursery pot by 


Uilting ic and tapping lightly with a 
trowel, taking care not to disturb the 
roots. Have the prepared container 
ready with an adequate hole made 
in the planting medium to take the 
whole rootball. Fill in more soil mix 
and firm the plants gently. Water 
lightly but thoroughly. Leave in a 
shady place to allow the plants to 
recover from the shock of trans- 
planting. If possible, shade the pots 
from direct, midday sun to prevent 
the container from drying out and 
damaging the roots. 

I TRIED A new medium successful- 
ly last season and have decided to 
continue growing my s¢edlings this 
way. It consists of just two ingredi- 
ents: two parts “tolarite™ to four 
parts vermiculite — tolarite is actual- 
ly earthworm droppings. This 100 
per cent organic compost contains 
all macro-elements like potassium, 
phosphorum and nitrogenium as 
well as afl essential trace elements 
like iron, copper, zinc, and magne- 
sium, plus beneficial micro- 
organisms. 

Tolarite, available at most Israeli 
aursesies, is produced by the earth- 
worm farm Mitzpeh Hararit, D.N. 
Misgav, 20182, Tel. 06-785793. Ver- 
miculite too is available at most of 
our local nussery shops. It is an inert 
material with neutral pH and holds 
most moisture for a long time. 
Plants grown in vermiculite develop 
a strong root system. Seeds germi- 
nate more quickly than in any other 
medium, and seedlings become 
more easily established. The raw 
material comes from South Africa in 
the form of rocks, and is prepared 
for horticultural use at the Habonim 
factory near Zichron Ya‘acov.

Most bitches come into estrus (heat) 
and manifest this with certain physi- 
cal signs. including bleeding. This is 
the first stage of estrus and the bitch 
is usually not receptive to the over- 
tures of the male although he may 
be attracted to her by her develop- 
ing scent. 

On about the eighth day, the bitch 
is in the second stage and is recep- 
tive and this is when ovulation takes 
place. After a few days, she then 
goes into the later stage and after 
about 21 days from its onset, the 
estrus is over. 

However, these are averages and 
some bitches breed during the day 
or two before symptoms appear and 
some right at the end of the cycle. 
This is due to a variation in the 
ovulatory cycle. 

The entire reproductive process is 
so complicated that the wonder is 
that ususally everything is perfectly _ 
synchronized, not that there are oc- 
casional variations in the patterns. 
Your bitch most likely had already 
had contact with a neighbourhood 
dog before you noticed that she was 
in estrus. As my professor used to 
say about averages, “If you put your 
head in the oven and your feet in the 
refrigerator, then the average is 
comfortable.“

BAGHDAD (Reuter) — Iraq said 
it fired three missiles into Teheran 
yesterday and sent its jets to bomb 
12 other Iranian cities and towns.

He said Iraq would maintain its 
missile and air assault “so long as 
Iran insists on rejecting the UN Se- 
curity Council resolution ordering a 
ceasefire in the Gulf war and contin- 
ues to bombard Iraqi cities.” 

An Iraqi war communique report- 
ed the bombing raids caused exten- 
sive destruction but gave no details. 

A_military spokesman reported 
civilian casualties in an Iranian mis- 
sile attack on Baghdad. in an Irani- 
an air raid on the northern town of 
Arbdil and in Iranian shelling of the 
southern city of Basra and other 
border towns. 

The war communique said large 
numbers of Iraqi planes hit military 
camps and industrial targets in the 
Iranian towns of Dam, Barujerd, 
Sanandaj Mandohar, Marivan, Saq- 
qez and Zenjan in retaliation. 

Iran’s national news agency Lma 
said the Iranian missile fired at 
Baghdad was aimed at the head- 
quarters of the Iraqi Air Force. Re- 
porters who drove past the building 
saw no evidence of damage.

On the Shultz Plan, the government is of course divided 
evenly between the Aligament, which favours it, and the 
Likud, to which it is anathema. But since a formal decision 
cannot be taken without the premier's putting the matter to a 
vote, and since Mr. Shamir is not willing to put it to a vote at 
this time, there will only be a non-committal discussion on the 
plan by the inner cabinet on Wednesday, and by the entire 
government next Sunday. When Mr. Shamir leaves for Wash- 
ington the following day, it will thus be not as head of the 
government but as leader of the Likud; and he will be carrying 
not answers but questions. 

The formal excuse for such inaction is that the purpose of 
Mr. Shamir’s visit will be exploratory: to find out which 
aspects of the plan that are most offensive to the Likud, may 
yet be excised from it or at least significantly amended. It is a 
sorry excuse, however, for Mr. Shamir must be well aware that 
whatever revisions Mr. Ri consents to make in the plan 
would, still probably not make it acceptable as a whole to the 
the Likud. 

‘What Mr. Shultz has wrought is, indeed, a tragedy for that 
faction'of the country’s naysayers that is now in power, but for 
which it has none but itself to blame. 

The Likud’s major illusionist assumption since 1977 has 
been that Greater Israel was more or less in the bag. That 
Israel’s rule over Judea, Samaria and Gaza would remain 
invulnerable to the effect of mass Palestinian discontent. That 
’ ingrained negativism would forever spare Israel the 

ity of surrendering even a portion of the territo- 
ace. Aud that growing numbers of Jewish settlers 
across the Green Line would in any case make such a sacrifice 
politically impossible. : 

Finally, and perhaps most importantly. it was assumed that 
once Israai agreed to allow the Palestinians under its rule some 
internal autonomy, the U.S. would never truly press it to give 
up the Likud’s annexationist programme. That is why Mr. 
Shamir ,was initially certain that his disagreement with Mr. 
Shultz would soon end the same way Menachem Begin's spat 
with Mr. Reagan over the president's 1982 plan ended, with 
smiles and embraces. The last thing he must have expected was 
the news that the Shultz Plan was being endorsed by virtually 
the entire American political nation. including most of Israel's 
best friends in the Congress. 

Now that the chickens have come home to roost, the pre- 
mier is thrashing around for an exit from a dreadful dilemma. 
But all that is left for him to do is to drag his feet on Mr. 
Str dtz’s request for a reply. 

That may satisfy Mr. Shamir. It cannot possibly satisfy the 
people of this country at this moment of truth.
